This one original CAUSE of all Things has v i 
. ous Titles and Names in Scripture which do not expre 
His abſolute Primacy, Supremacy, or Independency, but 
ſuch as are given to other Beings alſo, as well as to Him, 
vis, (a) Potentate, (b) King, (c) Lord, (d) Father, (e) Sa- 
our, &c. which are given to Men likewiſe. And 
therefore when they are applied to Vim they muſt be 
underſtood in the higheſt and moſt abſolute Senſe the 
Words will bear. 3

The Name which V commonly give to this fir 
CAUSE is GOD; the Name which the Hebrews com- 
monly gave Him is Elobim; (as in the Old Teſta- 

ment;) and the Name which the Greeks generally gav 
Him is Theo-; (as in the New Teſtament ;) both whict 
we tranſlate GOD; not that GOD is the Engliſh of 
- thoſe two Words; for the Engliſh of Elohinr is a power- 
ful Being, and the Engliſh of Theos, according to the De- 
rivation of ſome, is He who ſees or beholds ; according to 
others, who derive it from, the Hebrew Word Dai, I fuf- 
ficeth, the Engliſh of it is He who is ſufficient. Every Peo+ 
ple and Tongue gave this infinite Being ſome common 
Title or other which was expreiſive of ſome one or other 
of His Perfections; that which we uſe is the Word 
GOD, perhaps from the old Saxon GODE, which ſig- 
niſies GOOD, intimating what the Scripture ſays ex- 
prelly, there is but one goed, that is GOD. Without pro- 
p perly tranſlating thoſe two common Names of this 
FIRST CAUSE mention'd juſt now, We have ſubſti- 


tuted in their Room the Name which we commonly 
give

The Way to reconcile theſe ſeeming contradi 
Propoſitions is plain. When Scripture ſpeaks of more 
GODS than one, it does not mean that there are more 
independent, ſelf-exiſtent, infinite Originals than one, or 
that there are two or three or more co-ordinate, co-equal 
firſt: CAUSES; (for that would be to make more GODS 
than one inthe higheſt Senſe of the Word ;) but it means, 
there are more Perſons both in Heaven aud Earth, than one, 
whom: the Lord GOD FEHOV AH (who is this only 
firſt CAUSE, or the only GOD in that ſupereminent 
Senſe of the Word,) has cloathed with eminent Power and 
Majeſty, and thereby made them the IMAGES of His own 
Godhead; or really GODS according to the ſtrif# Senſe of 
the Mrd Elohim or Theos; the Words which Scripture 
uſes, and which we render GOD ; but then ſubordinate, de- 
rived, delegated and dependent Ones, ſometimes called the 
(þ) SONS of GOD. But when Scripture ſa) s, there 
#s but one GOD, It means but one al ſolute and indepen- 
dent GOD, viz. the original and prime CAUSE of all 
Things. And in this abſolute Senſe, Nature tells us,
